On February 6, 1961, MI T-1 advised that PHIL VALLEY was 
undoubtedly the dominant person in Local 122. Informant sald 
he gave a great deal of effort to the business of the union 

and demanded time and effort from union employees. This informant 
said that VALLEY had the reputation of assoclating with FRANK 
BALISTRIERI, who in turn is popularly repuved to be one of the 
leading figures in the Italian-American hoodlum element in 
Milwaukee, as well as being the proprietor of a restaurant 

and bar and a second bar which exhibits strip tease shows. 
According to MI T-1, the association between VALLEY and 
BALISTRIERI has decreased in recent years, Informant referred 
to their former association in promoting prize fights, and 
stated this connection no longer existed.
